In short, turning something simple and 
making it a difficult mess to clean up. If it looks sanitary, I don't care 
otherwise. And even with the worst things happening to me. I've never 
been that bad off. 

But the psychiatrist will try to understand where thoughts and feelings 
come from. And new ways of thinking of something as differently, one that 
reforms the mind and really I'm just looking for happiness and satisfaction 
in life but if I had too much or too little of them then s/he'd pin me as 
deficient. 

Hopefully prisons will improve 

It can be argued that prisons should be worse, some would say, but I 
believe that they should be improved. And I think that they will have to be 
sooner or later as the world evolves. Fortunately progress may come with 
reduction of crime.

People 
could learn better learning different ways than that, guided into a better 
future more lovingly. Restricted, a lot, and generally put in a less desirable 
place than a home on the outside would be.

What some good inventions would be: 


More accurate metal detectors 

These exist somewhat but are mainly not available to the public. But these 
would find previous metal of any kind deep within the Earth's surface.

Imagine a sticker just as paper thin as a regular one, but it plays video. You 
could write someone a letter and stick it in the middle of a paper, which 
can be folded.

Universal circuit board 

One circuit board that can be programmed to change according to what 
you want it to do. Perhaps needing a little bit of adjustment if pieces, but 
not much. A circuit board something like one that changes it's circuit parts 
and paths to perform different operations. 



Map on a keychain 

This is very simple but would be neat. To have a small screen on your 
keychain directing you to a restaurant, store, or just your parked car. 
Differently it could show video for anyone at any time, granted they are 
able to be called upon. 


Fiber optic tracers 

And really it goes beyond my breadth of understanding, but fiber optics 
that change the path ways of tracers. However tracers may be controlled 
through fiber optic signals and not just made of metal. 


Teaching the use of science and technology 

It is a topic still taught very little in school. 

One that covers the use of technology. Such as getting the best out of search 
engines. The way that they can best be used to retrieve desired 
information. Or how to trouble shoot basic problems people often 
encounter in the use of phones and computers. 

While it once was that no one had a good calculator, math had to be 
learned by hand. And basic math should still be taught. And more of it for 
a degree such as for accountants. But students should also be taught how to 
use their phones and apps to calculate things with. Art classes should 
incorporate digitally created art, and where it may be displayed online. 
And if a student wants to get into something as lucrative as programing, 
they should have it be made possible with education. 

How to use a phone, current technological trends, a broader understanding 
of present day technology, should be taught them. That they know what 



the world is all about, where it is going, and where it came from, should be 
taught to them. 

Things like creating websites. Also, things like online socializing, ethics 
regarding it, and help in using it, those should be taught, too. To be lead 
into websites that could provide productivity and creativity for students. 
And things like notation software for composers. Including digital music 
editing and all forms of online or software based music creations. 

As the times have changed., drastically, quickly, so students are better 
accustomed to today's times. 

What's the buzz and biz with game programing? 

More than any other child hood dream of mine was the possibility of 
creating a new video game. But that was simply impossible. I didn't know 
how they were made. Had no instructions on how to make them. And 
could at best do so on paper. 

There are different ways to make them as you may know. From hacking 
into roms, using programing code, or a game engine. 

My preferred method is a game engine. You basically just create a Sprite 
based on grid drawing, and say when this Sprite touches this one, this will 
happen. Or by pressing this button the Sprite will move left or right, 
whatever you would have it do. That's basically it, but it is a little more 
difficult than it sounds. 

Music in a game is just the command placed in the programing code or 
game engine that when one thing happens, the music changes, as the 
programmer wants it to, and the same with sound effects. Maps and such 
are drawn and ordered within the game as desired by the programmer. 
And I am referring mostly to 2D game programing, which I am much more 
familiar with. 

I am a little familiar with 3D programing though, and it is just as easy 
given the right game engine. One that makes things easier enough 
understood as you'd have them be ordered, put together. 



Some forms of game making is just child's play. Some are impossible 
without a large experienced team working together. 

But let's say that AI develops well enough to make games for you and all 
you have to do is scan into it what you want the game to be like. In very 
detailed ways, too, but just stuff written on paper. Obviously we are far 
from that, but it's feasible. 

New games can be easily enough be made for old systems. There is an 
emerging software that let's you create NES games just like how you'd use 
any other software. And it's code can be placed on an eprom and circuit 
board. I hope to do that someday myself.

And even the 
smallest house containing a medium sized bed room could then turn one 
size into a lace without boundaries, like the Halo Deck in Star Trek. 

And maybe through robotic devices made on these principles could send 
us far away to a place we arrived at in our homes! 

Devices that aid to our intellect could come from a device that hears our 
thoughts and can be spoken back to. That when you ask "yourself" a 
question, that device will answer it in the privacy of your own mind. Any 
question then could be answered. And who knows, maybe video can be 
incorporated into that., but that is where things start to get dangerously 
slippery. 



The butterfly effect 

It's said that the smallest thing can change the entire world, and that is 
very true, easily observable. 

These things made and braked kingdoms, societies, corporations, and 
individual lives. From the least to the greatest and all in between. Some 
good thoughts and inventions changed the face of the Earth. What began as 
small, but just neat enough to spark curiosity, lead to better things, and 
better still.

And that doesn't only apply to 
computers. 

Often you aren't buying the product itself more than it's packaging, 
enhancements, and extras. And be careful about this, that when they add 
things to what you buy, things you don't need, then you are paying for that 
too, and the quality of what you are really wanting will be reduced to 
compensate. And something's are just as good as others. But due to 
spending millions in advertising, and because of it influencing you it is 
worth more., you are just paying for that to make up for the costs. 

Memory cards are becoming huge in terms of space. But because they are 
so tiny their life span is greatly cut short. And who needs them to be so 
tiny? So small as a finger nail? 

The software that can do everything, but you never know how to do the 
few things you need it for. The complicated alarm you don't know how to 
set, or a digital watch. One that has a stop timer on it and tells you the day. 
A TV that has multiple settings and you end up being lost in the input. 

Maybe a software should be split into modes. Like a word processor. Mode 
1: Simply write. Mode 2: Simply correct. Mode 3: Simply enhance. Mode 4: 
Simply adjust/ Change. But they bundle all of it into one. So looking for 
what I want is harder to find. Rather it should be dealt with in a way that a 
person finds things as placed and not a cluttered bedroom. 

Sometimes people return to simpler things. Like an old video game console 
newly made. And by then the technology to create them improves. What 
was once a game taking up an entire cabinet, like packman, is now just a 
small joystick you plug into the TV. And the joystick itself is improved. 
They are more dependable. And people still like them. But sometimes old 



tech made new is hard to come by. Fortunately there is still a demand for 
them, or they'd just be simple things done only on highly complex and 
expensive hardware. With multi game carts and remade gaming consoles 
that have packed inside them a hundred games, you do not have to worry 
about game by game breaking down, even the battery inside dying. Or the 
hardware within a game going per clunk. The prices are greatly reduced to, 
collectively, can be thousands of dollars cheaper (than buying a hundred 
games separately during their time, and the technological marvel known as 
the SNES.

improved the output onto the TV. Make new controllers for it, like the Sega 
Genesis/ Mega Drive six button pad. They could have improved CD or 
DVD disks. But those have stopped being worked on. It went to Blu Ray, 
which is different than DVD. 

A DVD or CD disk though —to pull up and example, has largely remained 
the same. And it will have been kept the same. As they are beginning to 
leave the scene. I wonder what kind of additional thing can be added to 
them to make them better and do more things. 

Granted something's are a lost hope and should be moved away from, like 
cigarettes, they can't be made safer. For that cause they made vaping 
devices. Still, who knows, maybe they can be made safe one way or 
another, such as by containing anti cancer properties that counteract 
cancer. That's beyond me to speculate about. 

Maybe a cassette tape that has a thicker tape within it. The top layer 
different than the bottom. The cassette player being able to play the top 
layer, but can penetrate to the second and play that. And that can be a one 
song ahead function. Really tape players weren't that bad. You could abuse 
the hell out of them and they'd still work. But that's not so with optical 
drives. And that excludes VHS.. which went kerplunk in no time. But I 
purchased a DVD recorder that was one of the most faulty electronics I 
ever had. 

There comes a point when moving onto a new thing is just easier. But there 
is an opportunity for someone to go back to something old and make it 
better. There is a large market for old things, in some cases. In fact people 
do still collect records and play them on modern equipment.

A cure for diabetes and a very 
practical one for obesity and people will be eating all day. 

There are things that would make a significant difference and things a 
medium, and still others that make just a little difference. Though with 
things made just a little better, collectively they cause big change. To do 
somethings save lives, others improve lives, and others change life, the 
daily activities of people, increasing their overall joy and happiness. 

And could you imagine how the world would feel if they created a formula 
or process for extending life, if even by forty years? Where a person could 
easily live to be 125? Lord knows! Driverless cars that are coming into 
being could deter a lot of things. Such as DWI and the frustration with 
driving far. Many are sure to travel far on vacations. Why wouldn't they? 
They'd just sit the whole way there. And because of it the typical 
composition of vehicles would change to provide more room.

And perhaps you can just send your drone straight there, if even 
there's just a rule that it has to be within the city limits or can only be sent 
out at certain times. 



Cars are huge when it comes to just needing to go somewhere that is only a 
mile or so away. But there are people zooming by on electric scooters and 
such small similar things. And it makes sense to me why they would prefer 
them. They don't need gas. They are far easier to maneuver. Stop lights 
aren't so prohibiting, they are just fun, and not this one ton piece of metal 
that you must carefully park and look for later. 

Going back to an example I used before, there was at one time no treatment 
for Schizophrenia. Then the first anti psychotic was created. And suddenly 
Schizophrenic people were cured left and right., not permanently cured but 
as long as the kept on that medication. And the mental hospitals were 
clearing out people left and right. 

Any number of things can change the whole Earth, at any moment, at any 
time. So keep your eyes open and keep faithful in science. It provides 
answers. Gods do not!

I would 
use credit card sized games (as opposed to tiny memory cards or disks.) 
And in any good way that two or three, or maybe four slots for these could 
be best used, may be a good idea, of good use

are just now at that time when people are wanting to preserve old video 
games and are doing so. And the facts along with them. Facts that would 
have been otherwise lost. Such as the release date of Mario Bros in the US.

Some games are so rare that they are priced unbelievably high on online 
stores. As with some systems and system accessories. 

Fortunately gaming is an art that is done over without insult to an original. 
Like a person painting the Mona Lisa again but with just as much 
appreciation for the second rendering. So old programs are saved that way. 
Things evolve. Sometimes little or no difference had been made. They are 
just reproduced. And due to roms and emulators, the old code for any 
imaginable game is preserved, resting there, online. 

Video games and video game electronics are very different than other 
forms of art, but it is an art. It is a very artistic art, in fact. It is a highly 
expresses thing unique from individual to individual. Contains drawing, 
contains philosophy, "CGI clay."

But I prefer to be in my home anymore with the fact 
that there is good drinks and food around, a bookshelf of books, a TV with 
the best current cable, my phone, which I do my work on, a place where I 
can smoke anywhere., not just a curb, where the temperature is better 
controlled, where I can take a nap in private if I want, a place of much 
better privacy, and will all the other bells and whistles not found on the 
outside. 

On the outside I could go to a restaurant or store, maybe a movie theater, 
but otherwise I really have no use for outer things. There are better things 
here and they are all my own. I bring them back from a store. I make my 
home better. Because it is mine. It is my place. My own that no one can 
interfere with me while I am here.

The writer and 
the publisher. 

A group could be established that are driven to succeed, that has a good 
idea. That the team can bring into life. Like a band of musicians, one sings, 
one plays an instruments, another writes the songs. But a scientific 
approach to this is far more likely to lead to success and that success is 
more likely to be long term. Referring to those who have created new 
computer systems and games. Who worked on any kind of inventive 
project together. That learned new scientific approaches to things, having 
found some good and highly useful information. They are more likely to go 
far than those who are in bands performing music. And the money is 
typically greater when you compare a band to a team of people working 
on: video games, programing, chemistry, new electronic devices of all 
kinds, and very useful new scientific discoveries. 

Pick your team or partner carefully. Someone who can get things done. 
Someone who will stay with you through possible difficult work. A person 
who is friendly enough to work with. Someone who is not scientifically 
deficient. And most of all someone's whose heart is in their work. 


The best place to start is by having a good idea to begin with, obviously. 
But knowing it well. To be prepared to handle it. To know just what you 
want to do. And to have a good idea. Then to know your tools. To know 
the elements contained. And to know what to have that will help. To have 
all of the right ingredients .

They thought some where aligned with the 
devil, leading to their execution. The entire world was lacking in sense., not 
enough sense had been made if the world yet. We were essentially lost. 

Science has answers that many refute or deny, to this day. Their 
superstitions were formed so cleverly and potently that they dare not act 
against them. As handed down from Father and mother to child, and the 
child's future child. Many still cling to these delusional concepts. 


I guess I can wrap this book up by saying a little bit about myself.

And the reason why I chose White as a last name is: it just sounds 
classy. And devilish things are often attributed to the color black, 
"dark gothic and Satanic" are most often attributed to the color 



black. So my last name is unique in it's context. The angels wore 
very bright white clothing. As did the risen Jesus. And to add to 
that, my favorite things are white, especially white food. And that 
goes further than you might think. Apples, bananas, and potatoes 
are white, just not their skin. 

I have been homeless, during that time simply deranged, as I am 
Schizophrenic, and become so would out medication. I was 
homeless in Albuquerque New Mexico. I needed a better place to 
be. So I traveled to San Francisco. I am very socially experienced, 
from being homeless, incarcerated, committed, in and out of 
friends homes, group homes both treatment facilities and not so, 
in a board and care currently, and was briefly in military training, 
at least gotten a strong taste of it. So I find writing about social 
philosophy very easily. Though most of that is contained in my 
other books. 

I've had a full and interesting life. Moving from City ti city, state 
to state under many different conditions. I've sacrificed a sheep at 
the pass over with The Bandito biker gang. I've known Satanic 
groups here and there, I had girlfriend's early, some which were 
very good witches., not morally good, but good as witches, and 
had experienced things that are of a metaphysical nature, the and 
through. Though they are excluded from these writings as they 
don't fit into it's context.

To have more 
knowledge and facts at your dispense. To work with things you are 
familiar with and to be familiar with many things. 


5: To know what you are working with. To be very knowledgeable with 
what you are attempting to do. To know the tools and their uses. To have a 
broad understanding of what does what, when, and how. 


6: To have all of the common questions answered, as to who, what, when, 
where, why, how, and which. Document them well. Go step by step. Do 
not make too large a leap. But go forth steadily and with tempo..
